The meeting was called to order, with Mayor Miller presiding.

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

Lyle Haraner, on behalf of the Austin Radio Amateur Club, extended
an invitation to the City Council to attend their annual Field Day event
on the parade grounds at Camp Mabry on Saturday afternoon and all day
Sunday, and asked that the City Council open the event at ̂ -:00 P. M. ,
Saturday, June 12; the purpose of the event "being for the testing and op-
erating of emergency communi cat ions receiving and transmitting equipment
which may be used in case of failure or overloading of normal wire com-
munications due to disaster from any cause.

VJm. Lawlor, Jr* , Yice President and General Manager of the Texas
Poblic Service Company, submitted the following request in writing:

Dear Sirs:

We respectfully request an extension of our present franchise.

Hecessary extensions and improvements to our system to take care
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of unprecedented, unusual and remarkable demands in our territory require
that we issue "bonds of the company in the sum of $750,000.00. Of this
amount approximately $500,000*00 will "be spent in Austin.

In order to meet the requirements of the "bond purchasers, it is
necessary that we have a new franchise'extending the period twenty-five
years "beyond the present termination date of November 30, 1952»

We have caused such a franchise ordinance to "be drawn, conforming
as nearly as possible or practical to the present, and have submitted
copies to the City Attorney and the Director of Public Utilities for
their examination and study. We believe they will report that the new
franchise conforms substantially to the old; except \te propose to pay
2% tax on our gross receipts, rather than lj$ plus $1250.00 per year as
provided in the present franchise. During the first year, the City will
thereby receive approximately nine thousand dollars per year more than
under the present ordinance. As the gross receipts increase, the City's
percentage would increase.

Time is of great importance because, as you perhaps know, we need
this money urgently to make the extensions and improvements mentioned
at the beginning of this letter.

(1) A gas main in NORTH LOOP BOULEVARD, from Avenue J1 west-
erly 16Z feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 7j feet south of and parallel to the north property
line of said North Loop Boulevard.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
aot less than 2j feet.

(2) A gas main in ASHBY AVENUE, from a point 33 feet west
of Burford Street westerly 10? feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be ?-| feet south of and parallel
to the north property line of said Ashby Avenue.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2̂  feet.

(3) A gas main in EAST 53i STREET, FROM a point 20*f feet
west of Bennett Avenue westerly 52 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 7§ feet south of and
parallel to the north property line of said East 53^
Street,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2-| feet*

(4) A gas main in THERESA AVSHUE, from a point 11 feet
south of West ?th Street southerly 363 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be ?i feet west of and
parallel to the east property line of said Theresa Ave-
nue.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2|- feet.

(5) A gas main in WATCHHILL ROAD, from Newfield Lane to
Hartford Road, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 6 feet south of and parallel to the north property
line of said Watchhill Road.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2J- feet.
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(6) A gas main In HARTFORD ROAD from Watchhill Road north-
erly 796 feet, the centerline of which gas main, shall
"be 6 feet east of and parallel to the west property
line of said Harrford Road.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2̂  feet.

(7) A gas main in BREE2S TORACE, from a point 80 feet north
of East 32nd Street northerly 112 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 7j feet west of and parallel
to the east property line of said Breeze Terrace.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not legs than 2j- feet.

(8) A gas main in EAST 32ND STREET, from a point 1?8 feet
east of Breese Terrace easterly 132 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 7j feet south of and
parallel to the north property line of said East 32nd
Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2-J feet.

(9) A gas main in HACKBERRY STREET, from a point 136 feet
west of San Bernard Street westerly 77 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 24 feet north of and
parallel to the south property line of' said Hackberry
Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2 feet.

(10) A gas main in OLEARVIEW DRIVE, from a point 235
west of Exposition Boulevard easterly 166 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall "be ?J feet south.
of and parallel to the north property line of said
Clearview Drive,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2j feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that
the City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is
clear from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records
we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any
reference to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special
points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite informa-
tion upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base
the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the Department of
Public Works not less than three (3) days before such information is re-
quired, The Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that
they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any
underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution,
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And that whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire prog,
water must "be used at intervals during the course of "backfilling of the
ditches.

That the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after
said mains have "been laid, shall "be under the supervision and direction
of the Oity Manager, and. under all pertinent terms aad conditions of the
certain franchise granted to said Company "by the City of Austin.

A, Webb is the Contractor for the alteration of a "build-
ing located at 112 East 6th Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk
and street space abutting Lot 1, Block 69, of the Original City of Austin,
Travis County, Texas, during the alteration of the "building, such space
to he used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; there-
fore,

BE IT EBSOLTO BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OP AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated "be granted to said
T. A. Webb, the "boundary of which is described as follows;

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the north line of the above described prop-
erty; thence in a southerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of East 6th street to a point 5 feet
north of the north curb line; thence in a westerly direct-
ion and parallel with the centerline of East 6th Street
approximately 1*J- feet to a point; thence in a northerly
direction and at right angles to the centerline of Bast
6th Street to the north line of the above described
property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to
the said T. A. Webb, hereinafter termed "Contractor11, upon the following
express terras and conditions*

(1) That the Contractor shall erect within the above described work-
ing space a solid fence built of not less than one-inch material and at
least 8 feet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside
of the present awning) substantially braced and anchored, goad to maintain
same in good condition at all times while the work is ia progress. The
Contractor will be permitted to put a door in the barricade that will
either open in or slide parallel to the barricades, and at all times that
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material is being delivered or taken away from the building, a watchman
shall be provided to warn pedestrians of approaching danger. The Contract
or will also be permitted to use one parking meter space immediately in
front of the entrance in the barricade for the delivery or removal of
materials during construction work»

(Z) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the work-
ing space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted
working space,

(3) 2?hat the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter, and the Contractor will be responsible for any
damage done due to obstruction of any such storta water.

(5) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of
darkness and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(6) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loos©
materials, and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately
after the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has
ceased, such time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event,
all such sidewalk barricades, materials, equipment, and other obstructions
shall be removed not later than July 15, 1946,

(?) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted, or to require the erection or installa-
tion of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(8) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such
grant, reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said
space any time with its public utilities, or for other necessary public
purposes.

(9) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturb-
ed or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the com-
pletion of the construction work for said building projects, whether done
by the Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced
or repaired at the Contractor̂  expense.

(10) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sura of Five Thousand Dollars ($5000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify, and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claim for damages
to- any person or property that may accrue to or be "brought by any person
by reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contract-
or by the City of Austin, and shall guarantee the replacement of all
sidewalks, panrement, and all other public property and public utilities
disturbed or removed during the construction work, and shall further
guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards during the
occupancy of the space.
